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Teenage girl death 
tragedy on rail line 


A 15-YEAR-OLD girl was found dead on the 
railway line in Burscough on Sunday, 
September 26. 

Officers from British Transport Police 
were called after receiving reports of a cas- 
ualty on the Wigan to Southport line near to 
New Lane station at 1.42pm. 

Fire crews and an air ambulance were also 
sent to the station but the girl was pro- 
nounced dead at the scene. 

A spokesperson for British Transport 
Police said: “Officers were called to New 
Lane station at 1.42pm on September 26 
following reports of a casualty on the 
tracks. 

“Paramedics also attended, however, 
sadly, a 15-year-old girl was pronounced 
dead at the scene. Her family have been 
informed. The incident is not being treated 
as suspicious.” 


Dead geese are found 
dumped on the road 


THE RSPCA have sent out an appeal for 
more information after 12 geese were 
found dead and dumped on Asmall Lane in 
Ormskirk. 

Police were contacted following the grim 
discovery. An RSPCA spokesperson com- 
mented: “This sounds like a very 
distressing incident. We would urge anyone

“It is against 
the law to kill 
or injure wild 
birds, except under licence, and individuals 
can face up to six months in prison and/or 
an unlimited fine if found guilty under the 
Animal Welfare Act.” 
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CONCERNS raised over plans to permanently 
reduce traffic on Derby Street railway bridge in 
Ormskirk town centre to just one lane, have been 
‘brushed aside’ and the scheme will now move 
forward. 

Our West Lancashire councillors criticised the 
decision by Lancashire County Council to make the 
bridge one lane - despite officers assurances that 
removing “a lane of traffic’ will provide a safe route 
for pedestrians. 

In July, councillors at the Borough Council united 
to support a formal pilot study of one lane operation 
before any permanent changes. 

Local councillors shared the concern of Ormskirk’s 
Our West Lancashire councillor, Jane Thompson 
that the plans would lead to additional congestion 
in the town centre and backed her motion to ask the 
County Council to pause and instead trial the pro- 
posed changes first. 

At the July Full Council meeting of the borough 
council, the authority noted with concern that “no 
pilot scheme has been carried out to trial one lane 
operation on the approach to the bridge and its 
impact on traffic congestion; the County Council 
relying on computer modelling as evidence for this 
permanent and irreversible change.” 

The council instructed their Chief Operating 
Officer to write to the Chief Executive of Lancashire 
County Council to, “ask that the County Council 
carry out a suitable pilot of one lane operation on 
the approach to Derby Street bridge during school 
term time to measure the actual rather than mod-

elled impact of this change and thereafter to 
consider the results of this pilot before taking a final 
decision on the Derby Street bridge project.” 

Our West Lancashire said the County Council have 
“brushed aside” this request and will make one lane 
operation permanent at the railway bridge, relying 
on computer modelling as the basis for this 
decision. 

Cllr Thompson angrily commented: “Words fail 
me. Lancashire County Council are relying on a 
computer animation rather than doing a real-life 
pilot study on Derby Street Bridge to take it down to 
one lane. I put a simple motion forward at the Bor- 
ough Council, which was fully supported by 
councillors. However, the county council have 
brushed aside this request. Their computer anima- 
tion reminded me of Camberwick Green. 

“I only live round the corner and know about the 


queues of traffic if one lane on Derby Street is 
blocked. This is very serious and once the lanes on 
Derby Street go into one lane across the bridge there 
will be no going back. I only ask for a real-life pilot 
scheme.” 

A spokesman for Lancashire County Council 
responded: “Derby Street bridge is a grade 2 listed 
structure which carries the A570, one of Lan- 
cashire’s most important roads, and the planned 
strengthening work is vital to ensure the long term 
viability of the bridge, with the work to widen the 
very narrow pedestrian footways also being crucial 
to ensure people’s safety. 

“Traffic modelling is a tried and tested method of 
evaluating how changes to the design of a road will 
affect traffic, and is routinely used by the highways 
industry during the development of projects such as 
the improvements to Derby Street bridge. 

“Our traffic model for Derby Street bridge uses a 
comprehensive set of information gathered during 
traffic surveys in Ormskirk to provide a robust 
assessment of the impacts on the area being mod- 
elled, together with any knock-on effects on roads 
across the wider area. This work resulted in a simu- 
lation of the way traffic uses the area to show real- 
time traffic movements. 

“The modelling shows that while there are a num- 
ber of issues which contribute to traffic congestion 
in Ormskirk, removing a lane of traffic on the bridge 
to provide a safe route for pedestrians will not have 
any negative impact. 

“Due to minor delays in processing the listed 
building consent and agreeing access to Network 
Rail property, the works to strengthen the bridge 
and change the layout are now anticipated to start 
in January 2022 rather than in November 2021 as 
was originally planned.” 
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Respite centre may 
have to shut over 
new vaccine rules 


BOSSES at a Southport respite 
centre for people across the 
north west with disabilities, 
fear it may have to close when 
rules requiring staff to be 
Covid-19 vaccinated come into 
force. 

The government will make it 
mandatory for care workers to be 
double jabbed from November 
11 unless they are medically 
exempt. 

The Revitalise charity said 
nearly a third of staff at South- 
port Sandpipers, based on 
Fairway, are opposed to compuls- 
ory jabs and they are urging a re- 
think on the law change. The 
government insisted care work- 
ers should be vaccinated to 
‘protect their colleagues and 
those they care for’. 

Chief executive Jan Tregelles 
said five staff members from 
Southport were refusing to be 
vaccinated while another seven, 
who were vaccinated, were ‘so 
outraged, they are threatening to 
resign in protest’. 

She added: “For Revitalise and 
for the care sector, the mandat- 
ory vaccination policy will, if 
implemented, have devastating 
consequences. Now, we are hav- 
ing to tell them ‘no jab, no job’. 

“At a time when Revitalise is 
already dealing with staffing 
shortages, five longstanding col-

leagues are subject to 
consultation because they do not 
wish to be vaccinated and 
another seven, who have had the 
jab, are so outraged that they are 
threatening to resign in protest. 

“To be clear, this is not because 
my colleagues wish to put our 
guests at risk, it is because they 
believe in their human right to 
bodily integrity and because they 
know that the measures that we 
already deploy keep our guests 
safe. 

“They also cannot understand 
the logic of the regulations, 
which will not apply to residents 
or their visitors, nor to NHS 
workers. It simply does not make 


sense. 
“Without these colleagues, we 


may have to close our centre -— 
putting the rest of the charity 
under threat. We are not alone; 
care home providers up and 
down the country are facing the 
same, impossible position. 

“I therefore urge the Govern- 
ment to think again about the 
mandatory vaccination law and 
work with care providers to ease, 
not exacerbate, the staffing 
crisis, to seek more balanced 
ways to encourage vaccination 
take up and to consider a range 
of different measures to ensure 
that care workers and the cared 
for, are looked after safely. Other- 
wise, they will be crippling a 
social care sector facing the

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School headteacher 
in new call for traffic

A SEVEN-YEAR-OLD Skelmersdale 
pupil who was struck by a car and 
‘catapulted into the air’ suffered a 
fractured eye socket in the incident. 

Ava Cartwright, who attends St James’s 
Catholic Primary, sustained the injury 
after being hit by a vehicle outside the 
school on Ashurst Road at about 3.30pm 
on Friday, September 17. 

Following the incident, headteacher at 
the school, Angela Blacoe, has called for 
traffic calming measures to be installed. 

The head told the Champion that Ava 
had yet to return to school. She said: 
“Ava was crossing the road from school 
with her mum and younger brother. As 
she was crossing, a driver hit her. She 
catapulted into the air and collapsed at 
the side of the road. Eyewitnesses have 
slightly differing accounts of the incident 
and police are investigating this. 

“An ambulance was called on the day to 
say a child had been knocked over and 
her mum was informed there was a 45 
minute wait. Staff had to lift Ava into her 
grandad’s car, so her grandad and mum 
could take her to A&E, Ormskirk. She 
was later transported to Alder Hey for a 
fractured eye socket. 

“Myself and the two previous 
headteachers have asked for speed 
restrictions and a safe crossing place on 
Ashurst Road for many years. There are 
are no safe crossing places on Ashurst

Road. The underground subways are 
often not fit for purpose, with flooding 
issues and uneven pathways. 

“Also, our working parents are often on 
a tight schedule, and need to be able to 
drop children off without a detour to the 
shops, where the subway leads to. There 
are no new pathways on one side of 
Ashurst road despite the development of 
200 houses there. This means residents 
have to cross the road to access the 


school. There are major housing devel- 
opments in the area which has increased 
the problem with more traffic and there 
has been a significant increase in pupil 
numbers on roll in school. 

“Myself and the whole school com- 
munity are asking for: a zebra crossing; 
lollipop patrol; signage and a speed 
camera to keep our children safe travel- 
ling to and from school. The current 
speed limit is 30mph. There is no sig- 
nage and no traffic enforcers at all by the 
school.” 

Jackie Brindle, road safety manager for 
Lancashire County Council, said: “We’re 
very sorry to hear of this incident and 
hope the student is recovering well. 

“One of our road safety officers has 
contacted the school to arrange a meet- 
ing and we will consider what more can 
be done to improve road safety for pupils 
and others in the vicinity of the school. 

“We deliver a wide range of practical 
road safety support to schools across 
Lancashire and advise any school con- 
cerned about road safety to take up our 
offer of advice and practical training to 
help children stay safe on the roads. 

“In addition, we have organised a 
speed survey on Ashurst Road, to take 
place next week, and will be working 
with Lancashire Constabulary to determ- 
ine the most appropriate action to keep 
residents safe on this road.”

TSB bank into student 
accommodation/unit 


Developers say the plans 
will ‘contribute to the

A PLANNING application has been submitted to change 
the former TSB bank on Derby Street in Ormskirk to 
student accommodation and a commercial unit. 
McComb Property Company appointed RAL Architects to 
develop a mixed scheme for a commercial unit and student 


housing at the site. 


The building is not listed but is situated within Ormskirk’s 
conservation area and it forms a collection of buildings built 


in the early 1800s. 


A Design and Access Statement for the application states, 
“the client is keen to maintain the original elements of the 
facade in order to maintain the historic street scene.” 

The proposed extension will not be visible from the 


street. 


In total there will be eight en-suite rooms along with two 
communal lounge/dining/kitchen areas, arranged in two 


‘clusters with separate entrances. 


There will be an enclosed secure cycle shelter for eight 
bikes which will be provided for the student residents. 

There will be 15 parking spaces for visitors and students 
using the rear and first floor. Also there will be a separate 
parking area for the commercial unit, and a disabled space. 

A planning support document states that the change of use 
of the first floor will “not have a detrimental impact on the 
vibrancy of the town centre, on the contrary, the addition of 
student accommodation will contribute to the vitality of the

The initial reporting 
of HGV driver short- 
ages leading to petrol 
issues has been criti- 
cised after a piece of 
confidential informa- 
tion in a cabinet 
meeting was allegedly 
leaked, sparking the 
panic-buying.

across social media 
platforms, with many 
reporting petrol sta- 
tions across West 
Lancs had closed 
pending the arrival of 
more tankers. Some 
complained they were 
unable to drive to hos- 
pital appointments, 
get to work or take 
vital supplies to loved 
ones.

A STUDENT careers service which has 
offered advice to thousands of young people 
in West Lancashire and the wider county has 
been extended after securing funding for an 
additional year.

Eco-friendly plastic firm 
targets job creation after 
adopting robotics

A BURSCOUGH manufacturer is 
targeting new job creation after 
adopting robotics with the support of 
Made Smarter. 

Bloom-In-Box, an innovative eco-friendly 
plastics manufacturer, adopted state-of-the 
art robotics and process control technology 
with the help of the North West Adoption 
Programme, a collaboration between UK 
government and industry designed to sup- 
port the increased use of digital 
technologies. 

The programme has supported 12 busi- 
nesses in Lancashire with technology 
projects focused on robotics and automa- 
tion machinery since its launch in 2019. 

The £471k investment, which combines 
£198k of grant funding and leverages 
£273k of private finance, is forecast to cre- 
ate 47 new jobs, upskill 51 workers, and 
boost the county’s GVA by £42.7M. 

David Reardon, director of Bloom-In-Box, 
said the investment in robotics increased 
productivity by at least 25%. 

“We believe that investing in the next gen- 
eration of moulding machines will develop 
a more digitalised manufacturing environ- 
ment aimed at improving efficiency, 
expanding production capacity, and gener- 
ating more revenue,” he said. 

“This will allow us to expand and invest in 
new ideas, create jobs and develop more 
environmental products. 

“Made Smarter has accelerated our ambi- 
tions by years. Its support has really driven

forward our plans to design and manufac- 
ture plastic products with more than just 
one life.” 

Across the North West, Made Smarter 
has supported 41 businesses with 45 tech- 
nology projects focused on robotics and 
automation machinery, valued at £2M and 
forecast to create 183 new jobs, upskill 234 
existing workers, and increase the region’s 
GVA by £137.4M in the next three years. 

Alain Dilworth, North West Adoption 
Programme manager at Made Smarter, 


said: “These figures are further evidence 
that robots, cobots, and process control 
automation technologies are creating 
more jobs than they displace, as well as a 
host of other benefits. 

“Manufacturers who have adopted these 
digital technologies are experiencing 
increased productivity and efficiency, 
more consistent and improved part pro- 
duction and quality, lower operating costs, 
reduced lead times, the ability to be more 
competitive, and improved worker safety. 

“The Made Smarter North West Adop- 
tion Programme has proven the value that 
digital technology can bring to the manu- 
facturing sector. 

“By providing businesses with specialist, 
impartial technology advice, grant fund- 
ing for projects, digital transformation 
workshops, a leadership programme, 
digital technology internships, and skills 
development, Made Smarter is helping 
them select the right approach and the 
appropriate level of investment and tools 
for their business.

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Hospital visiting 
guidance issued 


SOUTHPORT and Ormskirk 
hospitals need your help if you or 
your loved one is an inpatient. 

Open visiting is still not possible 
because both hospitals are still 
admitting patients with Covid-19. 
However, some patients need the 
support of friends and relatives, 
such as those whose relatives need 
to be taught aspects of their care 
ahead of discharge; children who 
need the support of mum and dad, 
or their legal guardian; patients very 
close to the end of life; partners of 
mums-to-be; patients with demen- 
tia, a learning disability, autism or 
other similar complex condition 
where not having a familiar face 
present would cause them distress 

Andrew Chalmers, Deputy Dir- 
ector of Infection Prevention and 
Control at Southport and Ormskirk 
Hospital NHS Trust, said: “It is 
hugely important that family and 
friends help us keep our hospital 
safe for our vulnerable patients. 

Everyone must wear a surgical 
face-covering when visiting hos- 
pital, and gloves and a disposable 
apron when visiting an inpatient. 
These are provided by the Trust. 

Support visits to a general ward 
must be booked in advance. These 
are limited to a maximum of an hour 
and only one visitor is allowed at a 
time. Separate arrangements are in 
place for visits to maternity, the chil- 
dren’s ward and spinal injuries. 

All visitors should provide a same- 
day lateral flow test for Covid-19. 
Test kits are available free from local 
pharmacies as well as online. Any- 


one testing positive will need to 
follow up with a PCR test a local test- 
ing centre. 

No one should visit hospital if they 
have Covid-19 symptoms or have 
been identified as a Covid contact. 

On arrival at hospital, visitors’ 
temperatures will be checked and 
they will be asked about possible 
Covid symptoms. Anyone with a 
raised temperature or Covid symp- 
toms will not be able to visit. 

Both hospitals are also able to offer 
remote visiting using Zoom. Please 
ask the ward staff or see the Trust 
website for details.

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Residents complain 
of difficulty getting 


GP appointments

CONSTITUENTS who can’t get GP appointments 
after ringing their surgery have been raising their 
concerns with MP Rosie Cooper. 

The MP said residents have for some time been com- 
plaining they can’t get GP appointments and, in many 
cases, when ringing their surgery are told that all the 
available appointments have gone or can't get through 
and just keep getting the engaged tone. 

During the last eighteen months Rosie Cooper MP has 
raised this matter with the West Lancashire Clinical 
Commissioning Group and local surgeries, who have 
explained that Covid has meant new ways of working 
which would also more heavily include telephone calls 
or virtual assessments. 

Ms Cooper, said: “Before Covid my constituents were 
having problems getting appointments to see their GP 
but since the pandemic hit, complaints have now 
reached unprecedented levels. It was therefore shocking 
to find that GPs and the CCG knew that the telephone 
system that they required their patients to use wasn’t fit 
for purpose and was failing under pressure of the 
increased number of calls. 

“Incoming calls from patients looking for appoint- 
ments are having to compete with outgoing calls from 
doctors for telephone consultations. 

“I have also now been made aware that the system is 
under such pressure that Midlands and Lancashire Com- 
missioning Support Unit (CSU) who provide the service 
are limiting the number of calls that can be in a queue. 


‘Out of their control’ 


“This may very well explain why constituents are hear- 
ing the constant engaged tone and why they can’t get 
through. Some local surgeries have voiced their frustra- 
tions with the NHS phone system to me, complaining 


thatitis ‘out of their control’. Other surgeries have had to 
procure their own system as I am hearing that this is a 
national problem of which NHS Digital is well aware. 
‘Tve written to the local CSU and Secretary of State for 
Health and NHS Digital asking for a full assessment of 
the situation and any limitations that have been deliber- 
ately placed on them and what they are urgently going to 
do to provide a service which is fit for purpose especially 
as the NHS is relying on the telephone system more and 


more. 


“Tt can’t be beyond the Government and the Dept. of 
Health to provide GPs with a 21st Century telephone sys- 


tem, surely! 


“One constituent said she had to call her GP three times 
a week for four weeks before she got a telephone 
appointment with a doctor and that was only after she 
had copied me into her email to the surgery. She had pre- 
viously been told to go to the walk-in centre but she was 
too ill to do that and still didn’t even get a telephone 
appointment. This lack of access to GPs either face to face 
or on the telephone is leading to huge increased pres- 
sures on walk-in centres and A&Es which the Prime 
Minister and Health Secretary have said is unacceptable. 
Asolution is needed quickly.” 

Aspokesperson for NHS West Lancashire CCG respon- 
ded: “The unprecedented demand for primary care has 
placed additional pressures on the phone system, which 
has affected practices across Lancashire. The CCG has 
been working hard to support GP practices and the tele- d 
phony provider to resolve the issues. 

“While our monitoring shows that the number of issues 
reported is now significantly reduced, the CCG are work- bd 
ing with stakeholders to explore options for telephony 
across Lancashire and South Cumbria in the future, tak- 
inginto account the latest digital technologies. 

“Wed kindly ask that callers continue to be patient 
with their GP practices, particularly during peak periods 
while the system stabilises, and would like to reassure 
residents that GP practices remain open and providing 
services, as they have been throughout the pandemic.”

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Council to spend up to 
£200k on projects to 
improve communities

RESIDENTS are being asked by West 
Lancashire Borough Council for their views 
on how they want money to be spent which 
has been raised from developers who are 
undertaking new building projects in the 
borough. 

The Community Infrastructure Levy (CIL) is 
a charge levied by the borough council on new 
development in their area. 

The monies raised must then be used to 
deliver community infrastructure which can help 
support new development across the borough. 

The borough council can use CIL monies to help 
deliver a variety of infrastructure types including 
play areas, parks, open spaces, leisure facilities, 
cycle paths, footpaths and community facilities. 

A large proportion of the funds are being used to 
invest in larger more expensive projects such as 
Skelmersdale Town Centre development and 
investment in new leisure centres. 

However, each year the council can allocate up to 
£200,000 of CIL monies to fund smaller-scale pro- 
jects. 

This year, the council have shortlisted the follow- 
ing projects for CIL funding: 

- £31,555 to help fund the dial-a-ride transport 
service for one year 

- £37,650 to create an activity community hub at 
Skelmersdale Ecumenical Centre 

Some of the CIL money the council collect is 
retained for use in the area of the original develop- 
ment.

The council 
have shortlisted a further 
project to use the ‘Neigh- 
bourhood CIL monies 
available in Skelmersdale: 

- £10,760 to create a track 
and trim-trail in Ashurst, in Skelmersdale 

Through the consultation, the council welcome 
comments on their shortlisted schemes as well as 
any new suggestions of any infrastructure projects 
the monies could be used to fund. 

Project suggestions can be for anywhere in the 
borough but must be community infrastructure 
and must support new, not existing, development. 

Councillor Ian Moran, leader of West Lancashire 
Borough Council, said: “We want to hear directly 
about residents’ opinions and ideas on how their 
area can benefit from these monies, so please get 
involved in this consultation and help us decide 
how the money should be spent.” 

Anyone can comment on the borough-wide pro- 
jects. However, due to national guidance, the 
public consultation regarding the use of Neigh- 
bourhood CIL monies in Skelmersdale and 
Ormskirk is limited to residents and businesses of 
those areas only.

abuse I get is unfair 


Recently there has been a lot of bad 
press about GP surgeries and their 
receptionists who are apparently 
stopping you from seeing a GP face 
to face and not letting you have an 
appointment. 

The appointment system has been 
changed so that the doctor can 
triage you over the telephone ini- 
tially and then you can see them 
face to face. This is for the safety of 
not only the surgery staff, but for 
the safety of clinically vulnerable 
patients too, those patients with 
weakened immune systems, new 
born babies, immunosuppressed 
patients... the list goes on. 

The receptionists are not stopping 
you from seeing the GP at all, they 
are just doing their job and what 
they have been instructed to do by 
the management team. 

The amount of patients who 
demand to see a GP face to face for 
simple things like a medication 
review is just unnecessary and the 
abuse we receive over not being 
able to give appointments due to 
this is cruel and soul destroying. 
This is an example of some of the 
things that get said to us on a daily 
basis: “If I die it’s your fault! If she 
kills herself I am going to blame 
you! Oh PI just curl up in a ball and 
die then!” We get racist abuse, 
sexual abuse, spat at, threatened 


with knives, you name it, it has 
happened. 

It is not the receptionists fault 
that there is no appointments avail- 
able when patients ring up. No one 
wanted to ring their doctor for 
months on end because they didn’t 
want to overwhelm the NHS and 
were too scared to go out the front 
door for an appointment. 

Now those people are calling the 
GPs on a weekly basis taking up 
valuable time for trivial things that 
can be self-cared for at home or via 
a pharmacy. The people who des- 
perately need appointments for 
breast lumps, testicular lumps and 
angry moles now can’t get an 
appointment because they have 
already been taken. 

Please think before you ring to 
book an appointment with a GP: do 
I really need this appointment? Can 
I care for this at home? Can I pop to 
my local friendly pharmacist who 
will help me? Shall I ring 111 
instead? 

All we are asking is, please, be 
kind, think if the way you are 
speaking to that person on the 
phone was your own daughter, 
wife, son, mother etc and would 
you speak to them the way you 
speak to us?

expert’s climate figures to find truth 


I was very interested in the letter from TK, 
Ormskirk pointing out that Paul Homewood is 
an accountant not a climate expert. 

Indeed this may be true, however, maybe 
what we need is an accountant looking at the 
figures produced by many so-called climate 
experts to assess the truth of the knee-jerk 
reactions proposed by our country. 

Perhaps Craig Mackinlay’s (MP) response to 
Mr Johnson’s remarks in the House of Com- 
mons is pertinent? 

It is critical that Britain’s decarbonisation 
policies are both affordable and technologic- 
ally feasible. 

If the adoption of technologies such as wind 
and solar farms, square miles of batteries, 
hydrogen and widespread adoption of air 
source heat pumps leaves people colder and 
poorer, no-one is going to want to copy our 
example, and it won't be very popular at home 
either. 

But is our example economically compel- 
ling? Is it even doable? 

In response to my question on this topic at 
PMQs, the PM said that we were experiencing 
“vertiginous” falls in the prices of batteries as 
well as wind and solar power. 

It is all going to be OK if we adopt a spirit of 
“promethean technological optimism.” But 
what’s the truth about the PM’s claims? 

As a matter of fact, renewable energy in Bri- 


tain has not, as the Prime Minister suggests, 
been getting cheaper. Subsidies to renewable 
electricity generators cost consumers more 
than £10 billion ayear at present, and the aver- 
age subsidy on top of the wholesale price can 
be conservatively calculated at about 
£80/MWh, making it extremely expensive by 
any standard. 

The Prime Minister specifically claims that 
the cost of offshore wind power has dropped by 
70 per cent in the last decade. That is untrue. 
Actual subsidies paid per MWh generated have 
not fallen, but as a matter of public record costs 
have increased sharply since their introduction 
in 2002, when they stood at just over 
£40/MWh, right up to the present when they 
stand at just over £110/MWh. 

Perhaps the Prime Minister has been misled 
by his officials by the low offshore wind bids for 
non-binding “Contracts for Difference.” 

Most of these low-price contracts have not 
yet been taken up, and few if any seem likely to 
survive since, again as a matter of fact, there is 
no evidence that the underlying cost of off- 
shore wind has fallen sharply. 

The real-life experience of offshore wind 
companies has been of higher maintenance 
costs and a shorter working life of equipment 
than the original business models planned for. 

Audited accounts show clearly that offshore 
wind capital costs remain high and that their 


operation and maintenance costs are rising 
rapidly. 

The PM also believes that the costs of solar 
have fallen sharply, but once again govern- 
ment estimates of these are inconsistent with 
data in audited accounts. Research in progress 
and shortly to be published shows that the total 
capex of solar “farms” in the UK fell by only 10 
per cent in the period 2012 to 2018, and aver- 
aged about £1m per megawatt installed. 

Bizarrely, the government cost estimates are 
only about 60 per cent of that figure. Similarly, 
solar industry sources claim operating 
expenditure at about £20,000/MW per year 
while audited accounts record that it is 50 per 
cent higher. So they cost more to build and cost 
more to operate than the government has been 
led to believe. 

And then on top of all this, we have the net- 
work and system costs of connecting and 
managing uncontrollable renewables, which 
are high and have already affected consumers. 
In 2002, before renewables, the cost of 
National Grid’s “Balancing Services” were 
about £400m per year. They now stand at 
about £1.8 billion a year with gas and, just this 
week, coal powered traditional power stations 
stepping in to keep the lights on, and the trend 
is upwards, very largely due to renewables.

IMAGINE if the entire population of 
Ainsdale decided they’d like to drive 
about in a tiny French box that won’t 
quite do 30mph. 

That’s near enough what’s happened this 
week; 13,000 of you, albeit not concentrated 
in a single coastal village, all took a look at 
Citroén’s new Ami and decided that, yes, you 
want to have one tucked up in the garage. So 
much so that there’s now a sizeable swell of 
people who have gone online and spent £250 
on a reservation fee to get into the queue — and 
it’s all happened in less than a week. 

The all-electric Ami, I reckon, must be one 
of the most eagerly-awaited new cars of the 
year, which is a stretching things a bit as it isn’t 
technically a car. In theory, it’s a quadricycle, 
but for anyone who remembers people piloting 
Reliant Robins on bike licences can forget it as 
being a neat way to circumnavigate the laws 
of Her Majesty’s highway, because Citroén’s 
confirmed that you'll need a full, proper car 
licence to hop behind the wheel. It'll also 
only be available in left-hand-drive — and the 
imaginary population of Ainsdale should count 
itself grateful, because up until very recently 
it wasn’t going to be coming to the UK at all. 
Finally, it doesn’t have proper opening windows 
(you lift up a set of glass flaps to grab a gasp of 
cool air), iťll only do 46 miles on a charge, and

But it has a bucket full of that key quality I 
look for in any new motoring arrival, regardless 
of whether it runs on petrol, diesel, electricity, or 
even recycled copies of last week’s Champion.

It has mad-looking 14-inch alloy wheels, and 
the back end is virtually identical to the funky- 
looking front, and inside Citroén’s chucked a 
load of cargo nets for luggage in it — and a place 
to dock your smartphone — rather than cram it 
with gadgets. What’s really clever, however, is 
that virtually every drawback has been turned 
into a virtue. It might be left-hand-drive, but 
it’s so narrow that you won't even notice, and — 
voila! — it means you can step straight out onto 
the pavement when you park. Those flappy not- 
really-windows are a nod to the old 2CV. 

Even the speed — or rather, the absence 
of it — is a good thing in an Ami. You could 
hammer it a full tilt past an entire platoon of 
30mph average speed cameras, and they won't 
even notice because the most you'll ever be 
doing is 28mph. Admittedly, this does rather 
limit its abilities on the M58, but in the urban 
environment it’s intended for, the Ami is a bit of 
a laugh. 

And that, to be honest, is all a lot of us are 
looking for in a chum, even a four-wheeled 
one. Who would you rather go for a night 
out with — someone who’s class-leadingly 
good at everything, or a mate who makes you 
laugh? You never hear anyone make wedding 
speeches, saying they fell for their husband or 
wife because they were the safest and most 
efficient option. Yet you hear plenty of them 
saying they make them laugh.
